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For the current week, a total of 74 cases of diphtheria was 

reported as compared with 49 for the same week of 1954. Of 

those for the current week, 16 were in Alabama, 12 in Georgia, 
9 in Texas, 8 in Nebraska, 7 in Florida, and 6 in South Carolina.

Sincethe first of August, a large number of diphtheria cases 

have been reported, with cases for many weeks exceeding those 
for the corresponding week of 1954. The cumulative number for 
this period is 912 cases as compared with 835 for the corre­
sponding period of last year. For the year to date, the cumu­
lative totalis 1,675 as compared with 1,828 for the same period 

in 1954.
Of the 290 cases of poliomyelitis reported for the current 

week, about 60 percent were reported in 7 States. These States 

with the number reported (last week’s figures in parentheses) 
are as follows: California, 41 (65); Massachusetts, 37 (52); New 

York, 22 (38); Texas, 20 (32); Washington, 19 (18); Wisconsin, 
18 (25); and Ohio, 15 (7).

EPIDEM IOLOGICAL REPORTS

Psittacosis

Dr. R. H. Heeren, Iowa Department of Health, has supplied 

information on 2 reported cases of psittacosis. The patients 
are employees of a turkey processing plant. One of them re­
turned to work about 10 days after the onset of his illness, but 
it is believed the other remained on duty during his illness. The 
complement fixation test for psittacosis on blood drawn from 
one patient during the first week of illness was positive in a 

dilution of 1:4. A second specimen taken about a week later was 
positive in the same dilution. Serum samples collected from the 
other patient on the 7th day, and during the 5th week of illness, 
were both positive in dilutions of 1:16 when tested with psittacosis 

antigen. Studies on turkeys in the area are in progress. Sero­
logic tests on blood specimens from 30 turkeys have been found 

negative. Tissue specimens are being collected for virus iso­
lation studies.

The California Department of Public Health reports 4 cases 

of psittacosis. Of these, 2 were associated with psittacine birds 

in a commercial aviary— 1 with psittacine birds in a private 
aviary, and the other with a pet parakeet. Apparently, no lab­
oratory tests were made on any of the birds, but the diagnoses 

of psittacosis in the patients were confirmed by complement 

fixation tests.

Week Ended November26. 1955
Encephalitis

Dr. John Mason, New Mexico Department of Public Health, 
reports a case of St. Louis encephalitis which occurred in the 

southern part of the State. The patient became ill with fever, 
headache, neck rigidity, tremor of the fingers, lethargy, delir­
ium, and some slurring of speech. The diagnosis was confirmed 

by an eight-fold rise in titer between the acute and convalescent 
serum specimens for St. Louis encephalitis. The patient had 
npt traveled during the month prior to the onset of illness. Re­

ports indicate that a moderately severe mosquito problem exist­
ed in the area where he resides.

Rabies in animals

The California Department of Public Health has furnished 
additional information on rabies in animals in the State. (See 
report for last week.) For the period January 1 through No­

vember 22, 1955, a total of 369 cases of animal rabies has been 
reported. Of these, 152 were in wild animals and 217 in domestic 
animals. By specie, the cases are as follows: Dogs, 205; skunks, 
128; foxes, 18; cows, 9; bobcats, 3; cats, 2; bats, 2; goat, 1; and 
raccoon, 1.

Infectious hepatitis
The California Department of Public Health gives a final 

report on the outbreak of infectious hepatitis reported for the 
week ended July 2, 1955. An investigation revealed that there 

were 24 cases among approximately 230 personsin one ward of 

a hospital. A sanitary survey revealed a few conditions in the 
kitchen and in some of the toilets which may have contributed 
to the spread of the infection. However, the epidemic pattern 
indicated person to person spread, beginning in afew associated 

individuals, and centering around a 29-year-old female who had 
vague symptoms of the disease late in 1954. Diagnoses were 
made on the bases of liver function tests, and on physical findings 

including jaundice with icteric scleras, enlargement of the liver, 
pale stools, and dark urine.

Salmonellosis
Dr. Roy F. Feemster, Massachusetts Department of Public 

Health, reports an outbreak of salmonellosis among persons in 

several families who purchased codfish cakes atthe same store. 
Sixteen persons became illfrom 10 to 12 hours after eatingfish 
cakes consisting of ground codfish, boiled riced potatoes, and 
eggs. The fish cakes were browned in the oven, but not cooked. 

They were kept on trays placed on top of ice in ice chests. Some 
were also kept in showcases for sale. Laboratory examination 
offish cakes revealed Salmonella montevideoas did stool spec­
imens from the 16 patients. The cook at the store was found to 

be harboring salmonella organisms. She had no symptoms and 
it is not known whether or not she was a victim or a possible 
source.

Gastro-enteritis

Dr. A. A. Jenkins, Utah Department of Health, reports an
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outbreak of gastro-enteritis among patients in an institution. 

The cases (50) occurred in only 4 wards, those housing persons 

65 years old and over. The patients became ill with nausea, 
vomiting, abdominal cramps, and diarrhea from 4 to 24 hours 

after eating a noon meal. The meal consisted of baked salmon 

(frozen), creamed potatoes, cabbage, steamed rice, fresh pears, 
milk, bread, and butter. Part of the salmon was ground and 

creamed for the elderly persons who had poor teeth or lacked 
teeth. The outbreak was investigated 3 days after the onset and 

no food was available for bacteriological examination. Numer­
ous sanitary deficiencies were found in the kitchen and sur­

rounding area, but no single source was found to which the out­

break could be attributed.
Dr. Roy F. Feemster, Massachusetts Department of Public 

Health, reports an outbreak of gastro-enteritis among 150 per­

sons, following a church supper. Of these, 40 became ill with 

chills and diarrhea from 5 to 12 hours later. The meal con­

sisted, in part, of roast turkey, dressing, and gravy. It was 
prepared in 5 separate households, and in 2 of these, the turkeys 
were left outside overnight. Bacteriological examination of the 

turkey, dressing, and gravy revealed coagulase positive Staphy­

lococcus aureus.
The California Department of Public Health has corrected 

the report on gastro-enteritis associated with shredded beef 

for the week ended November 12. There were only 50 cases 
instead of the 300 reported. Refrigeration facilities were in­
adequate for large orders of meat and, in general, sanitary 

conditions were poor. Recommendations were madefor improv­

ing the food handling procedures.

The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 108 major 

cities of the United States by week for the current year, and, for 

comparison, the median of the number of deaths reported for the 

corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar years. (The 
median is the central one of the three values arranged in order of 

magnitude.) If a report is not received from a city in time to be 

included in the total for the current week, an estimate is made to 
maintain comparability for graphic presentation.

The figures reported represent the number of death certifi­
cates received in the vital statistics offices during the week 

indicated, for deaths occurring in that city. Figures compiled in 
this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely the 

number of deaths ocpurring during the week. However, differences 

are to be expected because of variations in the interval between

death and receipt of the certificate.

While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths 

reported for all major cities generally represent a change in 
mortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in weekly 

figures for each city. For example, in a city with a weekly 

average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring in a week 

may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 64 (d ± 2 Yd, 
where d represents the average number of deaths per week).

The numb'er of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composition 

of their populations, and because some cities are hospital centers 

serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year to year in the 
number of deaths may be due in part to population increases or 
decreases.
